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Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  wheat,  tobacco, , fru it,  and  hogs  were  especially 
significant  in  bringing  about  the  7  percent' gain  in  total  recei pts*  f  rom  farm  marketings 
during  the  first  10  months  of  this  year  over  1943.  Production  of  these  products,  widely 
distributed  over  the  country,  accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  income  in  most  of  the  10 
states  where  receipts  were  as  great  or  greater  than  last  year. 
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T  Hi  E    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  November  and  December 
According  to  current  indications,   total  cash  receipts  for  December 
amounted  to  about  1,857  million  dollars,  15  -oercent  "below  the  -oreliminary 
estimate  of  2,190  million  dollars  for  November,  10  percent  above  December, 
I9U3.    Receipts  from  crops  continued  downward  from  the  high  point  reached 
in  October  as  income  from  all  crop  groups  except  tobacco  dropped  seasonally. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  also  declined  from  November 
because  of  slight  decreases  in  income  from  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs. 

The  total  of  the  cumulated  monthly  estimates  for  19HH,  including 
the  forecast  for  December,  amounted  to  20,390  million  dollars,  6  nercent 
over  the  revised  annual  estimate  for  19^3-    There  is  some  evidence  that 
this  estimate  will  be  revised  downward  when  more  complete  information  is 
received  during  the  next  3  months.  .  Income  from  crops  rose  11  percent  above 
last  year.     The  largest  percentage  gain  of  any  of  the  cron  groups  was  made 
by  tobacco  with  an  increase  of  36  -oercent  as  one  of  the  largest  crops  on 
record  was  produce/  in  the  United  States  this  year,  with  substantial  gains 
in  production  in  all  major  producing  States  resulting  from  both  greater 
acreage  and  higher  yields..   Income  from  food  grains  showed  an  increase  of 
29  percent  as  a  result  of  heavy  marketings  of  wheat  from  a  record  crop  in 
19^.    Product  ion  of  all  of  the  important  deciduous  fruits  in  19^  exceeded 
the  1933--U2  average  and  was  still  farther  alseve  the  rather  unfavorable  crops 
of  last  year,  bringing  about  a  gain  in  receipts  from  fruits  and  nuts  of 
about  one-fourth  over  I9U3. 
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Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  gained  2  percent  over 
last  year  with:  most  of  the  increase  due  to  a  rise  in  income  from  meat 
animals."    Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  dropped  "because  of  a  rather  sharp 
decline  in  egg  prices  and  slight  decreases  in  "both  prices  and  quantities 
of  chickens  and  "broilers. 

Preliminary  estimates  for  November  how  indicate  that  total  receipts, 
from  farm  marketings  were  2,100  million  dollars  compared  with  last  month's  ' 
tentative  forecast  of  2,0o5  million  dollars.    Receipts  from  crops  were 
1,170  million  dollars,  instead  of  1.07^-  million  dollars  .according  to  the 
tentative  forecast,  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  amounted 
to  1,020  million  dollars  rather  than  to  991  millipn  dollars.  ,, 

The  greatest  difference  in  the  commodity  groups  was  in  the  estimate  *  '. 
for  receipts  from 'cotton  and  cottonseeds    Delayed  harvesting,  "because  of 
late  maturity  *f  the  crop  and  difficulties  in  obtaining  labor  for  cotton 
picking,  resulted  in  marketing  in  October  and  November  of  a  much  larger    ■  ■ 
proportion  of  the  crop  than  usual.     Consequently,  receipts  from  marketings  ' 
of  cotton  ani  cottonseed  in  November  were  found  to  "be  much  higher  than  had 
"been  formerly  estimated* 

SUMMARY  ■  ■  ,   

The  revised  estimate  for  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for 
October  is  2, 1427  million  dollars.    This  is  2k  nerc-mt  greater,  thac  September  - 
and  2>  percent  above  October  19 1+3,  .. 

Volume  of  crops  marketed  in  October  was  32  percent  greater  than  for  • 
September  and  10  percent  above  October  IPU3.    Volume  of  livestock  and  live-  : 
stock  products  sold  was  about  equal  to  last  year.    Meat  animals  were>  down- 
k  percent,  "but  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eg^s  were  up  6  percent  each. 
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Total  receipts  from  crops  in  the  United  States  during  October  were 
15  percent  above  the  same  month  in  19*+3«     Income  from  crops  was  equal  to 
or  above  last  year  in  all  regions,  excepting  in  the  East  Nortl  Central  Region. 
Receipts  ranged  from  J  percent  below  19*+3  in  the  East  North  Central' Region 
to  22  percent  above  last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.    In  the  East 
North  Central  Region,  income  from  soybeans  dropped  rather  sharply  in  all 
of  the  major  producing  States  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  both  acreage  and 
yield.    Receipts  from  truck  crops  also  declined.     The  sharp  increase  in 
receipts  from  tcbacco  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  was  largerly  responsible 
for  the  relatively  high  regional  gain.     Roth  sales  and  prices  were  relatively 
high,  especially  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.     Receipts  from  citrus  fruits 
rose  shar-oly  in  Florida  and  receipts  from  apples  increased  substantially 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  region,  especially  in  Virginia,    The  apple  crop 
in  this  section'  in  19*+*+  was  more  than  twice  as  large  as  in  19*+3» 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  United  States 
in  October  were  2  percent  below  19*+*+.    The  West  North  Central  Region  showed 
the  greatest  regional  decrease  and  the  South  Atlantic  Region  indicated  the 
largest  percentage  increase.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region  dropped,  rather  abruptly  with  all  types  showing  a  definite" 
decline  except  calves.    The  greatest  drop  was  mdde  by  receipts  from  hogs 
as  marketing  fell  off  abruptly  in  all  States  compared  with' last  year.  Sub- 
stantial declines  also  occurred  in  receipts  from  eggs  and  butterfat.  In 
the  South  Atlantic  Region,  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  up  in  nearly 
all  States  and  showed  an  increase  for  the  region  of  25  percent.  'Income 
from  cattle  and  calves  was  especially  high.    Receipts  ^rom  broilers  fell  off 
rather sita.rDly  in -pH  States.     Sagging  meat  prices  below  ceilings  during  the 
summer  months  discouraged  poultry  farmers  from  raising  broilers'  'and  the 


number  of  chicks  started  for  this  purpose  declined.     The  effect  of  this  re- 
duction seriously  decreased  sales  of  "broilers  during;  the  fall  months. 

Receipts  from  crops  during;  the  -period  January  through  October  were 
10  percent  greater  than  in  19^3-    Receipts  in  the  West  North  Central  Region 
dropped  1  -oercent  "below  last  year  while  income  in  the  Western  Region  increased 
15  percent.     Flaxseed  continued  to  show  the  greatest  reduction  in  income  of 
any  of  the  commodities  in  the  West  Horth  Central  Region  "because  of  the 
difficulty-  of  this  crop  in  competing  with  other  cro-ps  that  are  ordinarily 
grown  in  this  section.    The  dro-o  in  recei-ots  from  some  of  the  small  grains 
was  significant.     Income  from  "barley,  oats,  and  rye  declined  abruptly  in 
most  States  "because  of  rather  sharp  decreases  in  acreage.    Increased  income 
from  wheat  and  corn  was  shown  as  a  result  of  especially  favorable  crops 
this  year.     Receipts  from  wheat  rose  far  above  19^3  in  the  Western  Region, 
especially  in  Washington  and  Oregon,  where  the  19UU  cron  was  considerably 
greater  than  last  year.     Income  from  grapes  rose  shar-ply  as  a  result  of  the 
good  California  crop  and  higher  -orices. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first  10  months 
increased  5  percent  over  last  year.     Receipts  in  the  South  Central  Region 
gained  2  percent,  but  income  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  rose  11  percent. 
Income   from  eggs,  sheep  and  lambs,  and  butt er f at J dropped  sharoly  in  nearly 
all  States  in  the  South  Central  Region,  but  receipts  from  milk,  calves, 
and  chickens  were  up  in  all  parts  of  the  region.     In  the  South  Atlantic  Region 
receipts  from  cattle,   calves,  hogs,  chickens,  and  milk  were  well  above  19^3 
throughout  the  region  generally.     Quantities  of  cattle,   calves,  and  hogs 
marketed  were  greater  than  in  19^3,  but  prices  were  down.     The  weight  of 
chickens  sold  was  22  percent  above  19^3;  prices  were  only  slightly  higher. 
The  quantity  of  milk  marketed  and  prices  at  which  it  was  sold  were  both 
a  trifle  above  19^3.

Receipts  from  fruit?  and  tobacco  were  also  high 
hut  income  from  truck  crops  dropped  ■abruptly'..    Receipts  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  were  5  percent  ahove  19^3 •     Income  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  milk 
was  high  in  all  states.  ' 

West  North  Central  Region 

Receipts,  from  crop  marketings  in  the  West  Nprth  Central  Region  in  October 
were  15  percent  greater  than  in  19^3-     Receipts  from  wheat  rose  sharply, 
especially  in  Kansas,  North  Dakota,  and'  South  Dakota.     Income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  dropped  7  percent  below  last  year,  as  receipts  from 
meat  animals  fell  off  sharply. 

Income  from  crops  during  the  period  January  through  October  was  1  percent 
less  than  in  19^3.     Receipts  from  wheat,  corn,   soybeans,  and  cotton  were 
especially  high  while  income. fiom  flaxseed  declined  sharply.     Income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  rose  k  percent  above  last  year,  due  largely 
to  sharp  increases  in  receipts  from  meat  animals,  milk,  and  poultry. 

South  Atlantic  Region  ' 

Receipts  from  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  in  October  were  22 
percent  above  19^-3.     Most  of  this  increase  was  due  to  the  sharp  rise  in  income 
from  tobacco  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina.    Receipts  from 
fruit  were  also  high.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  up 
g  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  month  in  19*+\  due  mostly  to  the  substantial 
gain  in  receipts  from  cattle. 

For  the  period  January  through  October,  income  from  crops  rose  Ik  per- 
cent above  the  same  period  in  19^3.     The  sharp  rise  in  receipts  from  citrus 
fruits  which  occurred  in  Florida,  and  the  greatly  increased  income  from  peaches 
in  all  States  accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  total  gain  in  the  region. 
Receipts  from  wheat  also  rose  sharply.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  11  percent  greater  than  in  19^-3  •    Receipts  from  meat  animals, 
poultry,  and  milk  were  'especially  high. 

South  Central  Region' 

Income  from  crops  during  October  in  the  30uth  Central  Region  was  .19 
percent  above  19!+^.     Receipts  from  cotton  were  especially  high  in  all  States 
as  a  greater  percentage  of  the  crop  was  ginned  in  October  than  normally  because 
of  the  late  harvesting.     Income  from  wheat  also  =howed  a  decided  gain  over 
last  year,  as  a  result  of  larger  marketings  from  the  increased  crop.  Receipts 
from  rice  were  somewhat  greater  than  in  19^-3.  because  of  increased  yields. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  2  percent  less  than  last 
year.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  dropped  noticeably  in  all  States  except  in 
Mississippi  and  Arkansas.     Income  from  hogs  vas    especially  low. 
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Eor  the  first  10  months,  receipts  from  crops  were  13  percent  ahove  1943. 
Significant  increases-  were  made  "by  wheat,  grain  sorghum's,  tobacco,  and  peaches. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  iva,3-  2  percent  greater  than  last 
year.     Receipts  from  milk,  calves,  and  chickens  showed  decided  gains  in  nearly 
all  States. 

Western  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  during  Octoher  in  the  Western  Region  were  21  percent 
greater  than  in  the  same  month  in  19^3.     A  large  grape  crop  in  California  and  a 
sharp  rise  in  income  "from  wheat  in  nearly  every  State  were  especially  signifi- 
cant in  bringing  aoout  the  increase  in  income  for  the  region.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  were  1  percent  less  than  in  19^3*     Income  from 
meat  animals  declined  although  receipts  from  cattle  were  high  in  most  States. 
Income  from  turkeys  and  milk  also  rose  sharply. 

Receipt?  from  crops  during  the  first  10  months  were  15  percent  above  _i 
19^3*     Income  from  wheat,  potatoes,  and  grapes  showed  great  est  gains.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  6  percent  ahove  last  year,  with  in- 
come from  meat  animals,  poultry,  and  milk  gaining  quite  generally  throughout 
the  region. 

Volume  of  Agricultural  Production 
for  Sale  and  Home -Consumption 
in  I9UU  Exceeds  194-3 

Total  volume  of  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  for  consumption 
in  farm  homes  was  3  percent  greater  in  1944  than  in  1943.     Production  of 
•livestock  and  livestock  products  was  only  slightly  ahove  last,  year  but  crops  • 
were  10  percent  greater  than  in  19^3» 

All  commodity  crop  groups  except  oil-hearing  crops  and  vegetahles 
showed  substantial  gains  over  last  year.     Food  grains  and  tobacco  led  with 
increases  of  31  percent  each.     Marketings  of  wheat,  rice,  and  buckwheat 
were  greater  than  in  1943  "because  of  larger  crops.    Production  of  tohacco 

in  1944  was  unusually  largp .     Eruits  and  nuts  rose  14  percent  ahove  last 
year  due  mostly  to  especially  favorable  crops  of  deciduous  fruits.  The 
23  percent  drop  in  production  of  oil-bearing  crops  reflected  the  decided 
decrease  In  flaxseed  acreage  this  year. 

Although  volume  of  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  as 
a  whole  was  .not  very  different  from  last  year,  meat  animals  were  up  slightly 
hecuase  of  increased  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves,  but  poultry  and  eggs 
were  down  clightly  due  to  rather  sharp  reductions  in  marketings  of  chickens 
and  broilers.     Volume  of  dairy  products  increased  "by  a  very  small  percentage. 
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Index  numbers  of   the  volume  of  agricultural   production   for   sale   and  for

Farm  Operating  Expenses  in  Canada

From  19U0  through  19^,  operating  expenses  on  Canadian  farms  increased 
less  rapidly  than  gross  income.    This  served  to* augment  the  rise  in  net  income, 
The  increase  in  operating  expenses  and  depreciation    changes  together  gained 
aoout  22  percent  from  19H0  to  19U"5,  while  net  income  including  Government 
payments  rose  82  percent. 

Some  of  the  items  showing  especially  large  gains  during  the  3-year 
period  are  net  rent,  wages,  feed,  fertilizer,  and  repairs  to  machinery.  The 
increase  in  net  rent  payment  was  due  to  greater  yields  and  higher  prices 
which  raised  rents  "because  of  the  prevalence    of  the  crop  share  rental  system 
in  the  Prairie  irovinces.     While  the  total  wage  hill  increased,  the  gain  was 
not  as  great  as  the  rise  in  wage  rates,   since  the  numher  of  lahorers  employed' 
on  farms  declined  during  the  period.    Relatively  heavy  livestock  production  anc 
unfavorahle  feed  crops  in  the  eastern  Canadian  dairy  sections  accounted  for 
most  of  the  increase  in  expenditures  for  feed.     Purchases  of  grain  "by  eastern* 
farmers  were  also  encouraged  "by  the  feed  freight  assistance  program.  Higher 
expenditures  for  fertilizer  in  19^2  and  19^3  reflect  the  efforts  on  the  part  - 
of  farmers  in  eastern  Canada,  "by  using  larger  fertilizer  applications  to  ;- 
increase  yieldsr- taimest : the  steppedi-up  requirements  of  Twar-iim;erprt5 grama 
for  vegetable  production.     Outlays  for  repairs  on  machinery  rose  as  the  supply 
of  new  implements  diminished.     These  expenditures,  did  not  include  purchases 
of  new  machinery  as  such  outlays  were  classed  as  capital  expenditures.
